NEW YORK Oct 7.— An oil taDk aboard the British steamer, R. G-1 
Crewe, tied up for repair* in ? dry dock in Brooklyn, exploded early, 
this afternoon while approximately IOO men were working on the craft. 
Nearly an bour after the explosion the. number of killed and injured 
was not definitely known, but a report made to police headquarters had 
a dozen killed and many injured. 
Ambulances and Red Cross workers 


were rushed to the scene from all parts of the city. 
Because of intense confusion in the yards it was difficult to obtain J 
accurate inform ation even an hour after the blast. It was believed, how­ 
ever, that a score of workmen had been trapped in the hold. 
An em­ 
ploye of the dry dock company said he had seen at least six bodies taken 
from the hold of the ship. The blast hie* a great bole in ll\e starboard 
side of the ship. 
At one port hole appeared a workman trapped below. 
He pleaded with his fellow workers ashore to rescue him. When ladders 
were brought, rescuers worked desperately. 
Firem en in gas masks de­ 
scended into the smoke filled hold. 
Bodies were swung up with ropes 
and the injured rushed to hospitals. 
An hour after the explosion four 
bodies had been recovered. 
A hasty check up of workers showed four 
more missing. The number of injured was placed between 20 and 30.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Oct. 7.— The 
last two weeks in Oklahoma have 
been excellent for harvest as well 
as hastening the ripening of late 
crops. This was reported today in 
the first issue of the Oklahoma 
Farm News, published by the state 
board of agriculturer Practically all 
late corn is safe from damage by 
an early frost, according to 
the 
board, and is being shocked as fast 
as conditions will allow. 
Probably one-half of the wheat 
sowing has been completed and the 
ermainder is being done 
rapidly. 
Cotton is opening fast on the up­ 
lands, but more slowly in the bot­ 
toms, due to the rank growth. 
Livestock, 
according 
to 
the 
board, is not so fat as it was be­ 
fore the appearance of the stable 
fly. 
John A. Whitehurst, president of 
the board, again advised 
farmers 
to hold their cotton rather than 
sel lat prevailing prices. 
“Prices for low grade cotton now 
will not pay the cost of production 
and unless there is a strengthening 
of the market farmers will leave 
such 
cotton 
in 
the 
fields." 
he 
said. 
"Nearly one-fourth of the crop 
will be low grade cotton, which will 
not bring the farmer what he paid 
out for it at present prices." 
A serious shortage exists in Okla­ 
homa with the depleted condition of 
stock, hogs and cattle, the board's 
publication continues. An appeal for 
cotton pickers also is carried.
